so thoroughly in the dust that it may bt' decades before 
they can hold their heads high again in the Far East— of 
these c’eve’o ments, Mr. Dulles does not even appear to 
be aware. 
At the outset of his talk, he spoke of "the grave issues 
that confront us’ — but as his address went along, no 
problems of any stature came to be mentioned. If the body 
of his remarks are to be taken at their face value, we have 
no problems— we have won world peace and solidarity— 
we are on top of the earth, instead of worrying about our 
future, if Mr. Dulles is to be taken seriously, we ought to 
be sympathizing with Joe Stalin, whom he describes as 
only a jump ahead of revolution and overthrow. 
Now’, of course the truth of the matter is that if 
everything were as rosy-hued at Mr. Dulles pretends, he 
wouldn’t have gone on the air at all. 
I he fact that he 
talked for half an hour, and the fact that he strained it 
every point to present things in their best possible light, 
is proof enough that they are much, much worse than he 
lets on. 
The Marshall Plan has collapsed in Europe, our Far 
Eastern policy has fallen apart in Asia. 
The Atlantic Pact 
has hit a snag on the fact that the European nations are 
willing enough to accept expensive armaments from us— 
but not willing to promise to use them against Russia if 
she starts moving towards the Atlantic. Even England, 
supposedly our closest friend abroad, recently sent Mr. 
Attlee over to protest against any intimation of our use 
of the A bomb, or any other "get tough" reaction to the 
Russians. For weeks, Cleat Britain has been urging us 
to surrender on the Communist China proposition, and 
let this gory-handed illegitimate offspring of Red Russia 
take a seat in the United Nations. 
On the hoinefront, we are moving into the deep­ 
freeze of total war, with universal military service, con­ 
scription of industry, confiscation of primary supplies, 
stagnating taxes, further inflation, soaring debt and pos­ 
sible collapse and bankruptcy staring us in the face. 
Our constitution, dedicated (in the words of our half­ 
forgotten Declaration of Independence) to the proposi­ 
tion that governments derive their just rights only from 
the consent of the governed, has been shoved, so far into 
the background that it threatens to atrophy from lack of 
use. 
So completely overlooked are the ideals of the found­ 
ers of this nation that Mr. Dulles himself, trying to "point 
with pride," does fo iii Marxian phrases which might have 
been taken directly from a Moscow definition of Socialistic 
ideals— "production according to ability and distribution 
according to the need."
